SENATOR HABERMAN: Members o f t h e bod y , y ou he a r d Sen a t or Lamb,
you heard Senator Moore say that they' re afraid that the money
won't b e he r e . So I w o u l d l i k e t o g i ve you a few examples of
where the money is going that we could use to fund property tax
relief. For example, construction, construction i n one y ea r
raises $21 million, that's in construction. So we pull that out
for two years, so there is $60 million for two years. Then we
go up there for technical colleges, and the y j u m p $ 10 mi l l i on ,
t hey j u mp $10 m i l l i on . So th e r e i s $10 mi l l i on , or half of that
we could us to fund property taxrelief to the people who are
also providing property taxes to the technical colleges. Then
we g o u p her e t o t h e economic development and we' re going to
spend $5 million a year there. Then w e g o up h e r e t o t h e
University of Nebraska, this is a biggie, this zs a b i g g i e . Now
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
